All the time, it has been crystal clear 
that the Audltorlum^^issociation doesn't 
have enough money to purchase a site. In- ' 
fact, the association doesn't have enough 
money to build a suitable auditorium. Au- 
ditorium costs-have-been reported i^t <6Qfl 
per seat. Anyone 1^ welcome to use some 
common arithmetic to figure out -what 
sort of an auditorium can be constructed 
with $550,000 in cash and pledges. The 
available total won't finance even a 1,000-' 
seat auditorium when the "^"community 
should be.thinking in te rms of nothing less 
than 2,000 seats. This still doesn't take 
into consideration tho convention center 
facilities appeirently still, under consider- 
ation.

All this, to a great extent, de- 
pends on the Individual farmer. 

The rebuilding of the delivery 
system will not create any new 
woter.

A 25 per cent Increase In the 
water saved Is almost like find- 
ings a new source of water. 

In the past Amess has pointed 
out that the soil on the Rose-, 
worth tract is high quUlty and 
only the lack of sufficient water 
makes the land somewhat mar- 
gliuil.
